or police force in strikes. It en- 
grossed the Schroeder giving cities 
the option of establishing districts 
for the collection of garbage, arid ths 
Hedding bill prohibiting the unauthor- 
ized wearing of badges or uniforms of 
any police department. 
It engrossed

committee 
bill 
requiring state 
banks to hold a reserve of twelve per 
cent instead of fifteen per cent, and 
slaughtered two bills relating to the 
"Wolf River improvement company 
and its ^reservoirs 
in northeastern 
Wisconsin. 


Bury Killa Bill. 
The Kalla bill, prohibiting the opera- 
tion of a saloon in connection with a 
general store in cities of the first 
class, was indefinitely postponed.

H passed the Hed- 
ding bill giving members of the civil 
service commission in cities of the 
first and second classes $5 per day 
for extra services, and concurred in 
Senator Burke's bill permitting physi- 
cians arid surgeons to testify in will 
cases.

The importance of the 
attitude of Bulgaria is recognized fully 
in Rome. 


Should she decide with the Teu- 
tonic allies, it would be difficult for 
Roumania to make war upon Austria- 
Hungary, for she would then be sub- 
ject to attack by Bulgaria as well as 
by Turkish troops 'coming through 
Bulgarian territory. 
In this connection a prominent dip- 
lomat said today: 
"Once more is the fate of the Bal- 
kans in the hands of Bulgaria. 
In- 
deed, this time her decision may have 
a great weight on the general devel- 
opment of the war."

PROVES A SUCCESS 


UNDER STATE RULE 


£port Hat Been Sanely and Wistily 
^londuGted in Wisconsin Understate 


Commission Control. 


Legalized boxing in Wiscousin—ten 


rounds, without decision—has proven 
such a success 
under commission 
supervision, that it seems certain to 
ccntini'.e for ' another 
two years at 


'.,-;t:a, and there is a .possibility that 
a: ieast tliree other states will enact 
!.-.w3 tliis year permitting the sport un- 
der restrictions 
modeled 
along the 


lines of the Wisconsin idea. Xota-ble 
among the states that contemplate le- 
galized boxing is Illinois. There the 
legislators are shaping a bill to per- 
mit the sport in all cities with over 
Vi.'icirt inhabitants. 
What-the fate ol 


tli? measure \yill be is problematical, 
bin if the law is passed Chicago is cer- 
tain to become one of the biggest iis- 
tu: centers in this country. 


During the past six weeks an ef- 


fort was made by some of the Wis- 
consin legislators opposed to boxing 
•n prohibit the sport in the Badger 
state, but when the question .came to 
a vote a decided majority stood firm- 
ly in favor of the law 
remaining. 
Another attack on the game may be 
made later on in the present session 
of the legislatures but from the looks 
of things it is doubtful if the enemies 
nf boxing can muster enough votes 
to accomplish their purpose. 
Sport Well Conducted. 
Boxing .has been sanely and wisely 


< onducted in Wisconsin and the great- 
er part of the credit for this happy 
s:ate of affairs is due to the good 
judgment shown by the members of 
ihe state boxing commission—Walter 
H. Liginger. 
William A. Hart and 
Dr. C. W-. Morter. - Each -gentleman 
has the best interests of the :;ame at 
heart and-each has been strict iri see- 
ins -Uiat the 
law 
is 
faithfully ob- 


served by the promoters. 
There has 


not 
been 
a 
scandal in connection 


with tlie sport since it was legalized. 
The same exacting'care .that is exer- 
cised over the 
promoters is shown 


with the boxers as well. Both parties 
to contracts are compelled to live up 
to their agreement. In a few cases 
fi.dne.rs have been punished for not 
exerting their best efforts and some 
instances are on record where boxers 
have not been permitted to engage 
in a contest because they were not 
physically fit. This 
precaution 
has 


reduced the chance of serious acci- 
dent to a minimum. 


In this connection it' might be 
slated that 'the commissioners have 
been as diligent in looking after the 
financial interest of the state as they 
have been in keeping the sport at a 
high standard. In the past two years 
the Wisconsin'treasury has been- en- 
riched by nearly $20,000 through the 
exaction of'a 5 per cent tax on the 
total 
receipts of all shows, and it 


will not be stretching the truth far 
to state that by Jan. 1, 1917, the 
;t?.te will be $50,000 richer -through 
tile operation of the boxing law. 


Promoters Get No Profits. 


V.'hile the state: has profited, how- 
"ver, the same cannot be said of the 
men who promote the sport. 
With 


the exception of two clubs, the sea- 
son now ending 
has not. proven a 
;)rofltable one. The 
Hudson 
A. C. 
lias staged a number of big matches 
nad undoubtedly has 
a 
balance oh 


the right side 
of 
the ledger. 
The 
three Milwaukee clubs, the 
Cream 
National -and the South Side, 
nothing to brag about as a re- 
lt of the last six months of labor. 
Too many shows and too keen a com- 
petition for matches have been the 
undoing of the Milwaukee promoters, 
H is understood, that the commission 
will have more power to regulate the 
number of shows 
in 
the future so 
that probably next season there will 
be better results for all concerned. 
The 
high 
percentage and guaran- 
tees paid 
>to 
the so-called stars of 
pugilism,, have hurt the promoters in 
Milwaukee just as they have in every 
spot where the game thrives, and un- 
til the men behind the sport unite 
in curbing the demands of the money 
made boxers 
the game 
cannot 
be 
made profitable except for the fight- 
ers. 
Several of the big clubs around 
the country 
are 
bediming to -see 
ihe light, however, and it will not be 
surprising to hear of an agreement 
among -ihe matchmakers 
that will 
compel the boxers to be reasonable 
-, or else remain idle.

Soldiers Say "Luck" Decided 


Their Fate At Battle Front 


• . (BY,ASSOCIATED PRESS.]. 


Paris, April 19.—"Many of us, sol- 


idlers and officers," savs an 
officer 


Who has been at the front since the 
beginning, of the war, "have faith in I 
a 
mysterious power analogous 
to \ 
antique fatality which dispos.es of 
our sort. 
Those that it favors we 
say are "in luck.' The, greatest im- 
prudence does not affect their invul- 
nerability. 
-Others" seem fated 
to 
sacrifice; if they escape from a pitch-i 
ed battle, a-spent ball or a fragment; 
of shell will'get. them the following; 
day, 
miles behind the trenches, while | 
they are'in apparent security. 
"This .instinctive belief brings a i 
certain tranquility, not only to those' 
who think that they are 'in luck' but' 
to those also who are 
in doubt 
whether they possess a lucky star. 
'No one escapes his fate,' they say. 
'If one is slated for death, what's the 
good of taking precautions; the bul-i 
let that's intended for me will find 
me.' 


"Certain cases seem to bear out 
this superstition. 
One of them -was 
related by an officer of .the general 
staff, tall, cool, almost as phlegmatic 
as 
an 
Englishman' behind his eye- 
glasses, and so careful to exagger- 
ate nothing that he seems to con- 
template the most tragic events with 
.the wrong end of his spy-glass. 
"'I ought to have been killed a 
hundred times 'he told me. 'At the 
moment of the-general mobilization I 
was in the staff of the general of di- 
vision, to-whom I was personally at- 
tached after years of very close col- 
laboration; he treated me somewhat 
as his personal aid-de-camp. 1 went 
everywhere with him. A few 
days 
after tbe declaration of war he. was 
informed of the death of his -wife, 
whom I knew he adored. 
He con- 
cealed-'his pain but'-T understood at 
once'that the- blow 
had 'morally 
crushed him and that he had made 
•up his mind-to get 
himself killed. 
He took me with him where' theJiul- 
lestji were" thickest: "The division was 
on tbe eastern 
frontier, and along- 
side the storms 
of 
shrapnel 
that 
burst above our heads the German 
bombardment of today are small inci- 
dents. Every other day we went to 
the first line, and while the men ly- 
ing round us fired at the Germans, 
we remained to encourage them. 


" 'One afternoon we had passed 
four hours under the enemy's shells. 
Prom time to time 1 said to myself 
'In 10 minutes or even in 5 minutes 
perhaps it'll be my turn.' 
But we 
were ueither of us touched. • Another 
day, 
after a very violent engagement, i 
In which we had been obliged to give i 
way., one of our batteries 
remained ' 
stuck between the 
two armies. 
11 
proposed to reconnoitre .the position | 
to see if it was possible to bring: ill 
back. 
I intended to go along and to I 
come, back quickly. But the general j 
declared he would go along. It was 
vain fo remark that it was not his 
place, he replied with some feeling 
that he had 
no 
orders to receive 
from me. 
" 'Everything went 
well and we 
reached the position of the battery 
without any trouble. There remain- 
ed only, two men, a major and a pri- 
vate soldier, guarding the 
buttery, 
firing with all their energy to make I 
the enemy believe that the position 
was still occupied in force. We suc-| 
ceeded in getting 
the 
pieces 
into1 


shape 
and dragging them out. of! 
danger, but instead of following the I 
direct route toward our lines, the' 
general proposed that we make a lit- 
tle detour, 'in order,' he said, 'that 
a route on the side of a hill, which 
during several hundred yards pass- 
ed over a space of absolutely un- 
covered ground 
between 
the two 
firing lines, 
If I had been alone I 
should have covered 
that space at 
double quick. 
The general, though, 
declared that this precipitation would 
have produced a bad effect upon the 
troops, BO it was at a walk lhat we 
crossed this exposed ground offering I 
ourselves as targets to the German I 
infantry. 
" 'The balls 
whistled 
around us 
incessantly—so.. thickly 
that the, 
leaves -on,the .trees along the route! 
fell,as in an autumn storm. Neither 
of us received 
a 
scratch, neither 
were our horses touched. 
I 
asked 
the .. general if .he .did not think it 
marvellous, that we should have pass- 
ed unscratched through -this storm of 
bullets. He shook' his head 
sadly 
and said: 'The bullets don't seem to 
want 
me.' 
As for me, since that 
trial there is nothing that surprises 
me. I sincerely believe I'm 'in luck'. 
and am quite sure that the Germans! 
will never want me.' "

tion to Be Held This 


Afternoon. 


The .second seat in the second row, 
a small school seat, in the seventh 
grade of the Washington school, was 
empty this morning when school was 
called. 
-As the pupils flled slowly into the 
room for the morning 
session and 
looked at the empty seat, there were 
tears filling the eyes of every mem- 
ber of the class of thirty-five. 
As 
they sat in the seats they half com- 
prehended the meaning of the missing 
pupil, for little Willard 
Rothermel, 
the brightest and most favored stu- 
dent and schoolmate had met an un- 
timely fate yesterday afternoon in a 
street car- accident. 


As Miss Mable Madden, the teacher, 
called the roll and came to the dead 
child's name, there was a hush and 
all looked down at their, desks, deep 
in the thought of the fate that had 
met the little wisp of a boy that had 
brightened the 
room. 
As the next 
name was called even the boys who 
defeated tears wiped their eyes and 
the girls were weeping. Miss Madden, 
unable to stand the strain, also burst 
into tears, for fate --had struck that 
little school room a hard blow. 
Sorrow at Home. 
Almost in the rear o£ the school, at 


462 North Terrace street, at the Roth- 
ermel home, the father and mother of 
the boy were overcome by the death 
of their child, the oldest of three. 
Mr. and Mrs. Rothermel and two small 
children were reached at Delavan and 
returned early in the evening. 
At recess time when the 
grades 
filed out, there was not 
the 
.usual 
laughter and bovEul, boisterous romp- 
ing, 
and only a half hearted baseball 
game occupied the pupils' attention, 
for everyone missed 
Willard. 
The 
parents could hear the shouts from 
the playing, and it must have struck 
a_-nard pang. "He was at the head 
of his class, and a most perfect man- 
nered student," said 
Miss Madden 
this morning. 
"To see Jiim only a 
half hour before the accident bending 
keenly over his 
school 
books, and 
then to hear of his death is most un- 
believable." The boy was the winner 
of the Curtis test in arithmettic in the 
Washington • school, and - his 
school 
work was most promising. 


Make Investigation. 
Both the police department and the 
traction company made a thorough in- 
vestigation o£ the accident this morn- 
ing, the car company having S. B. 
Smith, safety agent, conducting their 
examination among 
the people who 
witnessed tlie accident. It has devel- 
oped that the Rothermel child was 
walking down the west side of Acad- 
emy street in company with a number 
of eighth grade pupils. On the oppop- 
site side of the street were the sev- 
enth grade pupils to the manual train- 
ing- and sewing classes going to the 
high school. 
.. • 


The car, number 21, in . charge.' of 
Howard Cutts, was coming down the 
street and was slowing up for the 
railroad crossing 
at 
Green's ware- 
house. 
As the car neared the track 
the .Rotherrnel boy- darted out from 
his companions, and, not seeing the 
car. started to cross the street. Wfien 
on the track several 
of the eighth 
grade pupils shouted a warning to 
him and he stopped in the west side 
of the track to ascertain their mean- 
ing. 
It is said by eye witnesses that 
the hoy turned, put his hands against 
the side of the car, and was knocked 
down in almost an instant. The car 
was reversed and the body dragged 
for a_ distance of between six and ten 
feet. 
Why the automatic fenders did 
not work has not been explained, but 
a test of them will be made this after- 
noon. 
The fenders are placed some 
feet under the car and are desisned 
to drop immediately. It is probable 
that the fender, if down, dragged or 
rolled the boy for a short space, as 
there is a' decided incline- at 
this 
point. 
' What caused the gashes about the 
•head, which caused 
almost 
instant 
death, has not been .explained, for 
it is certain that the wheels did not 
touch the boy. One opinion expressed 
was that the fender crushed the 
lad's head' and not the front of the 
car. 


"I did not see the hoy \mtil he was 
a few feet from in front of the car." 
stated Motorman Cutts this morning. 
It was not until he stepped on the 
tracks that I saw tho danger, for he 
must have come diagonally across the 
street." The testimony of the Wash- 
ington school children also bears out 
the fact that the child ran directly In 
front of the car without warning. 


Funeral Thursday. 
Funeral 
services will be held at 
one-thirty o'clock Thursday afternoor 
at the Methodist church. The Rev T 
D. Williams will officiate. 
The body 
was removed to the Ashcraft under- 
taking rooms 
from 
Ryan's morgue, 
where it was first taken. The hoy is 
survived by his bereaved parents, a 
sister Elizabeth, age six years, and 
a baby brother, two years old.

EASY WAYS TO TELL TIME 


Possession of Watch or Clock Is by 


No Means Ntcaaaary, as This 


Article Chows. 


A boy who does not own a watch 


need not go without any knowledge 
of the time of day. There is a boy 
who works in a wheat elevator in 
an Iowa town, and this is how he man- 
ages it. A big window almost, nils one 
side of the little office. Into a corner 
of the window creeps the sunlight 
early in the morning, and It shines all 
day long and creeps out of the other 
corner In the evening. 
On the floor 


where the edge of the shadow from 
the window sash falls just at noon the 
boy has placed a long chalk mark, for 
one o'clock, and so on up- to six. 
'The forenoon is similarly divided on 
the' floor. Each day by simply looking 
at the edge of the sun's light he can 
tell what time It Is. 
Once in two 


weeks he changes these marks, be- 
cause the shadows change as the sun 
gets higher in the spring or lower in 
the fall. 


This cleVer device—any of you may 


use It—suggests the way that the na- 
tives of Liberia, In Africa, who have 
no clocks, tell the time. They take 
the kernels from the nuts of the can- 
dle tree and wash and string them 
on the rib of a palm leaf. The first 
or top .kernel is then lighted. All 
of the kernels are of the saine size 
and substance, and each will burn a 
certain number of minutes, and then 
set flre to the next one below. The 
natives tie pieces of cloth at regular 
intervals along the strings to mark 
the divisions of time. Among the na- 
tives of Singar, In the Malay archipel- 
ago, another peculiar device is used. 
Two bottles are placed neck and neck 
and sand is put in one of them, which 
pours itself into the other every half 
hour, when the bottles are reversed.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

families and many have fair European 
faces and complexions and many chil- 
dren have light hair and blue eyes. 


These people had to work and work 


hard, and the consequence is. that 
after 250 years in this tropical island 
despite intermarriages they are still 
prolific, and still keep their North Eu- 
ropean characteristics.
